VEST FO R PR ESID EN T. 
Since his eloquent and unanswer­ 
able plea for bimetallism, Senator 
George G. Vest is looked upon by 
many as the natural 
and logical 
candidate of the west and south for 
the democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1896. 
The agricultural sections of the 
country have 
too long permitted 
New England to write their tariff 
laws and New York to dictate their 
financial policy. 
Full grown and of lawful age, 
they begin now to feel the necessity 
for standing up for their own inter­ 
ests while they are enriching other 
sections. 
The great speech of Senator Vest 
emphasizes the fact that 
western 
and southern interests have a cham­ 
pion fully 
equipped 
to 
meet all
